The Men 's Basketball team 
played one of their toughest 
opponents of the year, the Met- 
ropolitan Toronto Police Force's 
basketball team on Saturday, 
November 5th and were defeated 
107-102, in an exciting end-to- 
end game. 

The Metro Police team is 
compromised of many former 
OUAA players, including Sud- 
bury native Rob Thirkill, Conis- 
ton native and former U of T 
player Mike Forestell as well as 
Rob Samuels who played for St. 
Bona Venture of the NCAA. In 
the pre-game warm-up, it was 
obvious the Metro Police had a 
distinct height advantage over 
Laurentian. 

The first five minutes of 
the game were played well by 
the Vees leading 15-8, but the 
Metro Police's team quickly 
fought back to take a 34-32 lead 
midway through the half. The 
pace was very fast, with both 
teams moving the ball quickly. 
The Vees, however, got into foul 
trouble and allowed the Toronto 
team a few too many shots from 
the line. Laurentian tightened 
up their defensive play late in 
the half, with Walter Johnson 
and John Campbell showing 
some hustle around the boards. 
Aided by some bad turnovers by 
the Vees, the Metro Toronto 
Police team took a 45-42 lead to 
the dressing room at the half. 
Lloyd Pollard had 11 points in the 
half, while rookie Norm Hann 
added 10 points in the first twenty 
minutes of play. 

The fast pace continued in 
the second half and the game 
remained very close with both 
teams trading baskets. Rob 
Samuels of the Metro Police team 
played a spectacular game slam- 
ming the ball three times as well 
as hitting 4 three pointers in the 
second half. The match remained 
close until late in the game when 
the Vees again made some costly 
turnovers and sent their oppo- 
nents to the foul line. Laurentian 
made it close at the end with 
some quick baskets, but the 
Metropolitan Toronto Police 
basketball team came out on top 
with a 107-102 score. 

Top scorer in the game was 
Rob Samuels of the Metro Po- 
lice with an incredible 53 points. 
The Vees top scorer was Lloyd 
Pollard with 38 points. Lloyd 
had strong second half with 26 
points, including 5 of 6 from 3 
point range. Marcel Langlois 
contributed 10 points in the sec- 
ond half. 

The funniest play of the 
night occurred when a Metro 
Police player attempted to re- 
bound the ball under the hoop 
and tossed the ball off the back 
of the backboard, with the ball 
bouncing out of bounds. 



Laurentian Coach, Peter 
Campbell, pointed out that this 
was probably the Vees toughest 
games of the year, against an 
obvious taller and faster team. 
He felt the intensity level of his 
players could have been a bit 
higher in the first half, and his 
team has to do a better job defen- 
sively to compete in the OUAA 
this season. "We knew our 
opponents had a height advan- 
tage, but we could have done a 
better job of boxing out players 
under the basket", added 
Campbell. 

This was the Vees fourth 
game of the exhibition season, 
and Laurentian has scored over 
100 points in each game. Unfor- 
tunately, 102 points weren't 
enough this night. "Experience 
was a big factor in the game", 
said Vees guard Lloyd Pollard. 
"Our younger players gained 
some valuable experience in the 
game", he added. 

From the field, Laurentian 
had a shooting percentage of 
54%. 76% from the line and 
were 10 of 26 from 3 point dis- 
tance. The three point shot has 
become another offensive threat 
in the Vees attack. Coach 
Campbell has five excellent three 
point shooters on his bench this 
year. 

Despite Toronto's height 
advantage, John Campbell and 
Walter Johnson did a good job 
along the boards collecting 12 
and 5 rebounds, respectively. 
Mike Albert came up big re- 
bounding on a few occasions, 
competing for the ball against 
his taller opponents. 

The Vees hit the road this 
weekend to the University of 
Alberta Invitational Tourna- 
ment, where they will face some 
of the country's best basketball 
teams. Best of luck guys!

Going Your Way! 
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Laurentian University is 
very sad to announce the retire- 
ment of Patricia Pickard from 
coaching. Pat has been coach- 
ing for 24 years -22 of those 
years at Laurentian University. 

Pat has many accomplish- 
ments and proud moments dur- 
ing her coaching career. Pa's 
coaching career started at the 
University of Winnipeg where 
she coached women's basket- 
ball and volleyball for a year. 
She then moved to John Taylor 
Collegiate, in Winnipeg. She 
coached both basketball and 
»| volleyball for a year there. The 
next step in Pat's coaching ca- 
reer was her move to Laurentian 
University. 

Laurentian University 
Athletics grew by leaps and 
bounds in the years after Pat 
arrived. She brought the first 
women's varsity sport to Lau- 
rentian in 1967-68. Thewomen's 
volleyball team was coached by 
Pat for seven years. During this 
timePat also started the women's 
basketball program at Lauren- 
tian. In 69-70 Pat became the 
first coach of the Laurentian Vees 
Basketball team. In 1970-71, Pat 
introduced field hockey to Lau- 
rentian University. Very quickly 
Pat provided Laurentian with a 
winning field hockey team, the 
field hockey team was the 
OWI AA Intermediate Champi- 
ons for three years. The team in 
1979 advanced to the Senior 

Division. Under Pat's guidance, 
the team blossomed. In 1986 
they placed first in the OWIAA 
East Division and were the 
Bronze medalist in the OWIAA 
Conference. The 1986 season 
was their first appearance at the 
CIAU Championships were they 
finished a strong 6th place in 
Canada. 

During these busy years of 
coaching, Pat continued to be a 
very dominate force in trying to 
advance Laurentian University 
and Laurentian's Athletic pro- 
gram. Sheistheco-ordinatorof 
Women's Athletics and the for- 
mer Chairman of Intercollegiate 
Athletics. She is also the current 
vice-present of the C.I.A.U. Pat 
is also an Assistant Professor of 
Human Movement and was 
awarded the Teaching Excel- 
lence Award at Laurentian Uni- 
versity in 86-87. And still with 
this busy schedule Pat finds time 
for any student or athlete who 
needs help. 

Laurentian University and 
the Intercollegiate Athletic Pro- 
gram will suffer a great loss as 
Pat steps down from coaching 
but we wish her all the best and 
continued luck.
